1 . The proposed amendment in Paper # 8 (filed 1 1/27/02) has not been entered since it 
raises new issues requiring further consideration, specifically the new limitation "that it is 
configured such that it imparts a compressive stress to the outer surface of one of the first 
and second substrate". Hence Applicant's arguments, in Paper # 8 (filed 1 1/27/02), 
which treat the prior art rejections in Paper # 7 (mailed 08/27/02) as rejecting the 
proposed new limitation that raises new issues, are not considered valid in a response to a 
final rejection.
